During the former war, high taxes 


and high cost of living bore so heavily 
upon the taxpayers that Edmonton's 
streets fell into neglect. Repairs were not | 
made where they were needed, and new 
improvement projects were struck off the | 
list. Perhaps that was a mistaken kind of | 
economy, It is too late now to profitably | 
discuss the point. Wise or unwise, the | 
halt was called. As a necessary result, 
the city got behind-hand with the progres- | 
sive improvement of streets which should 
be a continuing policy of a growing place, 
while streets already improved fell badly 

into disrepair. | 

In post-war years an attempt was 
made to catch up the arrears. Substan- 
tial progress was attained, of which the | 
down-town sections provide gratifying 
evidence. But we are still far from hav- 
ing got the streets generally into the con- 
dition they should be.

And once more the question 
ia whether to try to keep on with the good 
work, or again call a halt and let deterior- 
ation proceed while no effort is made to 
extend improvements in pace with the | 
growth of population. 

If we repeat the retrenchment policy | 
of twenty-odd years ago there is no mys- 
tery about the result. The end of the war 
will find the city still farther in arrears of 
new construction than it now is, and 
streets already put in condition will show 
signs of neglect. That should not be al- 
lowed to happen if it can be avoided. 

To project long-range municipal pro- 
grams in war-time is not wise, for it may 
not be possible to keep going on the chart- 
ed course, But for the present year there | 
is no apparent reason why the city should | 
not carry out a fair amount of street im- 
provement, leaving the policy of future 
years to be decided as events develop. 
There is still a large amount of unem- 
ployed labor in the city, and a part of the 
cost of a fair summer’s work will be offset 
by a large saving in costs of direct re- 
lief.

“Cash and Carry” Reacts 

The cash clause is the source of most of the 
trouble. It means that all purchases must be 
paid for in gold or by selling American securi- 
ties. But the United States is not anxious to 
accept gold. It has already more of that com- 
modity than it knows what to do with, and is 
beginning to doubt the wisdom of a policy which 
has accumulated in its treasury nearly two- 
thirds of the world’s “useless metal.” Only 
securities remain to be considered. The Federal 
Reserve Board has pointed out that less than 
£200,000,000 of securities held by Britain are 
readily marketable. This would only buy 8,000 
aeroplanes in all. And to enable this money to he 
devoted to arms purchases, Britain is cutting 
down purchases of farm products, such as 
tobacco, cotton and fruits. Hence the very un- 
certain tone of the American markets.—Irish 
Independent (Dublin),

well, the U.S. minister to Canada, told a Toronto

Mr. Cromwell's opinion of Canada’s enemies 
is just about the same as that held by most Can- 
adians, and his thoughts on the consequences of 
a defeat by them are precisely that held in this 
Dominion. Actually, his observations were 
not vastly different from those that have been 
made by President Roosevelt from time to time, 
excepting that the President has been more 
guarded in his language. Mr. Cromwell was 
brutally direct and forceful in his statement. 

The minister himself was quite aware of the 
result his speech would produce in the United 
States. He commented that an earlier speech of 
his had aroused criticism. But he contended that 
a diplomat should not confine his talk to “plati- 
tudinous pleasantries,” but that it was his duty 
when dealing with a subject such as the war to 
State his understanding of belligerent war aims.
